Can a young man while asleep smash a 
heavy plate glass door and through the open- 
ing enter a saloon at 4:30 o'clock on a cold 
winter morning without waking? 

Can the same young fellow, by walking 
into a bedroom and beating a man almost 200 
pounds heavier than himself, also beating the 
man's wife until his victim flees shouting 
murder —ean he do that without being 
held either insane or responsible? 

He can,” said Dr. Oscar King, a special-. 
ist in mental and nervous diseases, who was 
called by the defense in the case against Ross 
Freeman, accused of robbing the saloon of 
Fred Folger, 4001 Armour avenue, early on 
New Year's morning of 1907.

The jury, from which sleep welkers were 
excluded by the peremptory challenges of the 
state, was completed in the morning, and 
within two hours the state had made its case 
and rested. 

Attorney O’Brien moved to take the case 
from the jury on the ground that no crimi- 
nal intent, an essential part of the crime, had 
been shown. This motion was overruled. 

Fred Folger, the victim, was the first wit- 
ness. He said he was awakened by the 
breaking glass, and his wife went out into 
the kitchen, which is between the saloon and 
the bedroom they were in, to see what was 
the matter. 

Before she returned, Freeman walked Into 
the room and stood looking into an open 
trunk in which Folger kept his valuables, 
Folger asked him what he wasdoing. At the 
sound of Folger's voice the stranger turned 
and began to beat him. The saloonkeeper, 
who weighs 300 pounds, sprang from his bed 
and grappled with him, Dut after a tussle 
broke away and ran into the hall.

Looks Like Man on a Spree. 

Lieut. Oscar W. Peterson of the fire de- 
partment, who arrested him; Policeman 
Small, who took him to the station: Desk 
Sergeant Matthew Golden, who booked him: 
and Anglum, all testified that he looked nor- 
mal “for that kind of a case,” meaning 
a case where the prisoner had been out on a 
vigorous and protracted spree.

Strange Feats of Epileptics. 

When Dr. King was cross examined on the 
possibility of a person in an epileptic etupor 
carrying on such a conversation as this he 
said he doubted the correctness of the rec- 
oliection of the witnesses. Everything else 
he said was consistent with such a condition. 

Outside of this sentence there is nothing 
mysterious in the matter, said the alienist. 
“One can pass into this state of mental 
epilepsy without convulsions, without stop- 
ping what one is doing. Men working at a 
trade have been known to pass into such a 
stupor and continue to do their work for 
hours and then try to walk through a solid 
wall. There is no reason to suppose he did 
not believe the place to be his own home when 
he entered it and the subsequent occurrences 
were the result of the actions of other people 


toward him. Buch rough handling would . 


tend to prolong the seigure rather than 
shorten it. 


Men Fight While Asleep. 

Furthermore, it ja a fact that is commonly 
observed in hospitals that while a person is 
still fresh from an epileptic seizure, his fight- 
ing propensities are greatiy aroused.”’ 

In his opening address to the jury Attorney 
O'Bri said that Freeman had had seizures 
almost as extraordinary in his own home of 
which testimony would be given. His fa- 
ther, who was a millionatre oil magnate in 
Petrolea, Canada, until ruined by the Stand- 
ard Oil company, he said, had similar at- 
tacks, of which he eventually died. His 
sisters also have been sleep walkers. 

Freeman has been employed by the Crane 
company ever since coming to Chicago gev- 
eral years ago after his father’s death. Ine

A demand for seniority of promotion and 
employment and justification for discharge 
will be made, but the question of-a wage 
schedule will not be brought up at present.

by a vote of 313 to 157 a resolution moved 
by John E. Redmond, the nationalist leader, 
that “in the opinion of this house a solu- 


tion of this problem can only be attained by 


giving the Irish people legislative and ex- 
ecutive control of all purely Irish affairs.“ 

This action was taken after the resolution 
had been amended by adding the words ali 
subject to the supreme authority of the im- 
perial parliament.” 

It was known beforehand that the debate 
could have but an academic interest, because 
the government already had pledged that 
there would be no deal in the matter of home 
rule until it had been given a mandate at the 
general election. But the debate was made 
notable by the strong declaration of Chan- 
cellor Asquith, which was all the weightier 
because made at the moment Mr. Asquith 
is actually assuming the premiership. 


Redmond Pleads for Cause. 


Mr. Redmond declared that an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the present house of com- 
mons always had professed their belief 
that the concession of home rule was the 
only solution of the Irish problem and that 
every member of the present government, 
at one time or another, had given public 
pledges to this same effect. He now proposed 
to put them on record and free the hands of 
the liberal party and the government at the 
next elections so as to make sure that there 
would be no repetition of the gratuitous 
pledges made by so many of the members 
at the last election not to introduce home 
rule during the life of the present parlla- 
ment. 

Chief Secretary for Ireland Birrell came 
out squarely im support of home rule, and 
declared there was not a man in the House 
of commons but knew that sooner or later 
there would be a substantial modification in 
the relations between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. The imperial parliament, he said, had 
not time te attend to the needs of. Ireland: 
there were scores of vital measures requiring 
immediate and constant attention unlessthey 
were going to allow something like hell 
to prevail in Ireland. 


Balfour Meets Challenge. 


Mr. Balfour, in a brief speech, accused his 
opponents of speaking with two meanings— 
a radical meaning and a nationalist meaning. 
He asked how is was possible to carry out 
great Irish reforms with British money ex- 
cept by a British parliament, and ironical- 
ly challenged Mr. Asquith to clear up this 
ambiguity. 

Amid tronical unionist laughter, Mr. As- 
quith arose and said never in his life had he 
felt lees embarrassed. For over twenty years 
he and his colleagues had steadily and con- 
sistently advocated self-government with re- 
spect to Ireland's purely local affairs. He 
held that opinion now as strongly as ever. 

He could not, however, support Mr. Red- 
mond’s motion in its present form, because 
he found in no explicit recognition of im- 
perial supremacy, and because no pariia- 
ment would be justified in embarking on such 
a task unless the matter had first been sub- 
mitted to the electorate. It would be a 
gross and inexcusable violation of their 
promises to do so in the lifetime of the pres- 
ent parliament. 

Timothy Healy closed the debate, declar- 
ing that Mr. Asquith was mistaken if he sup- 
posed he would commend himself to the Irish 
nation by his speech. 

Mr. Healy's speech was a scathing attack 
on the chancellor. His argument was that 
the conservatives would force “ free trade 
versus protection as a plank at the next 
general election; therefore, Mr. Asquith’s 
attitude meant indefinite deferment of home

Both Sides Still Guessing, as to 
Submitting the Sunday Sa- 
loon Question. 


Judge Orrin N. Carter of the etate Supreme 
court may decide this morning that the ap- 
pea) of the election board from Judge Wa!k- 
er's decision ordering the submission of the 
Sunday saloon question to a vote of the peo- 
ple should have been taken to the Appeliaice 
rather than the Supreme ccurt. 

If Judge Carter holds that the appeal 
properly was taken to the Supreme court he 
still will have to decide whether or not it 
acts as a supersedeas. If he decides that 
it does not, he then will hear arguments 
of counsel to determine whether or not a su- 
persedeas should be granted. 

If he should refuse a writ of supersedeas 
the election commissioners have the choice 
of refusing to obey the mandamus, thus 
taking their chances on being sustained 
finally by the Supreme court and escaping 
punishment for contempt of court, or of 
obeying and submitting the question. 


Just a Matter of Guecsing. 

The matter has as many legal technicalities. 
as a thistle bush has burrs. and one cup: 
as to whether Chicago voters will have the 
Sunday saloon question for decision April 
7 is as good as another. 

The only sure thing is that the question 
will not be printed on the ballots unless the 
election commissicners and County Judge 
Lewis Rinaker come to a realization that 
they have not a leg to stand on in the con- 
troversy, and up to date they do not real- 
ize it. 

“If I should refuse a writ of supersedeas. 
said Judge Carter, commenting on the sit- 
uation, ‘“* the commissioners could still re- 
fuse to obey the mandamus in the belief the 
Supreme court as a whole would take their 
view of the case. 

“Suppose I had issued a writ of super- 
sedeas and a majority of the Supreme court 
decided when the case came before it that the 
appeal should have been made to the Appel 
late court? It would be necéssary to with- 
draw the appeal and return to the Circuit 
court. Then too, if the appeal was dismissed 
the Appellate court would have before it a 
case in which I, as a member of the Supreme 
court, had expressed my views.”’ 


Judge and Lawyers Confer. 
Before Judge Carter took the case in the 
afternoon he had spent three hours in the 
morning with the attorneys’ reprerenting 
both sides in the controversy. After this 
conference it was announced that the judge 
would sit in Judge Gibbons’ court to hear 
arguments as to whether the appeal in itself 
acted as a supersedeas and stayed the writ 
of mandamus. 

The attorneys have gained the impression 
that Jiige Carter will decide that he has no 
jurisdiction and the resultant possibilities 
are too complex for the lay mind. Even the 
lawyers do not know exactly at which sta- 
tion they may alight and will not be surprised 
to find themselves in the suburbs instead of 
at the downtown terminal. 

This being the last week of the aldermanic 
campaign the United Societies, which is 
endeavoring to have the Sunday saloon ques- 
tion submitted. will put a number of speakers 
into the wards in which they are trying also 
to elect or defeat aldermanic candidates for 
the city council.

FOREIGNERS RIOT; MANY HURT. 


Laborers Formerly Employed at Stee! 
Mills in Indiana Harbor Fight 
at Gates. 


Seyeral persons were seriously injured in a 
riot' which broke out at the Inland Steel 
mills in Indiana Harbor, Ind., yesterday be- 
tween 600 Hungarians. Lithuanians, and 
Roumanians. For several hours the police 
were unable to disperse thesnob. Reserves 
were called from East Chicago and five were 
arrested. : 

Three hundred Hungarians and Lithua- 
nians discharged from the mills during the 
financial panic and who had failed to secure 
work when the plant was reopened attacked 
the Roumanian employés as they left the 
company's ground. Bricks and stones were 
used as weapons. When the police charged 
the crowd the Hungarians turned and at- 
tacked them. Sergeant Bowen was struck 
and slightly injured by a thrown brick. 

It is expected another riot will occur today 
when the Lithuanians report for work, as a 
rumor has been circulated among the other 
foreigners that if these men are driven away 
the steel company will reémploy them.

CARTER IN DOUBT [SUIT RBVBALS GRAFT CH 


WILLIAM A. KREIDLER of Lake Bluff. | 
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Contractor Said to Have “Accused 
Six County Commissioners. 


AMOUNT INVOLVED IS $6,000 
Money Is Alleged to Have Been Entered 
as Legal Expenses.” j 


A story of $6,000 graft paid to county com- 


“missioners in connection wit the raging of 
the old courthouse cropped out of a row be-. 


tween contractors that got into the courts 
yesterday. 

According to the tale James A. McMahon, 
who secured the contract to tear down the 
old county building, was informed he would 
have to pay $9,000 to nine members of the 
county board if he wished to obtain the 
work. He refused. Afterward McMahon 
had a dispute with Sebastian Krug, to whom 
he sublet the contract, over $6,000, which, 
according to McMahon, wWwrug said he had 
paid to county commissioners. 

The story came out in a bill for an ac- 
counting filed by’ MeMancn against Krug. 
McMahon relates that the building was to 
be wrecked by a company composed of him- 
self, Sebastian and Henry Krug, and Will- 
lam Seibert, a coal dealer. Sebastian Krg, 
the bill alleges, sold some salvage for $15,- 
000 and held out $6,000. 


Entered as “Legal Fxpense.” 

Krug, the bill Harges, said he had been 
“compelled to pay and had paid the sum of 
$6,000 to certain county commissioners by 
way of bribes, and thé said Krug, for the 
purpose of covering up said transaction, 
directed William Seibert to enter said sum 
upon the books as item of legal expense. 

McMahon then makes the flat charge that 
Krug never paid out any portion of said 
$6,000 for any purpose, legal or otherwise, 
but simply resorted to the means herein 
above stated for the pufpose of obtaining 
said $6,000 and appropriating it to his own 
use. 

Corporation Counsel Brundage, whe was 
president of the county board when the 
building was torn down, was considerably 
exercised over both stories. He wanted both 
stories sifted to the bottom. 


Inquiry Made by Brundage. 

About the time the contract was to be 
let, he said, a report came to me that 
an attempt had been made to shake down 
McMahon for $9,000. He refused to give me 
the namé of the man, saying he would never 
get another contract if he did. Later I 
learned the name of the man who was said 
to have approached McMahon. I sent my 
secretary, William C. Graves, to see the 
man in question. Mr. Graves reported that 
the man denied he ever approacfied Me- 
Mahon or represented Rimself as the agent 
of members of the county board. I could 
get no evjdence of wrongdoing and dropped 
the matter.“ 


Krug Denies the Charge. 


Sebastian Krug. who owns a sand com- 
pany, denied that he had paid any graft to 
county officials or had told any one he had. 

“I heard about somebody trying to shake 
down McMaliwn,” he said, but nobody ap- 
proached me. I wouldn’t pay graft to any 
one. And I didn't hold out that 86,000 for 
Icgal expenses, either. The trouble was 
caused by the failure of my brother Henry 
to sign the agreement we had on the wreck- 
ing. McMahon was to put in no money, but 
was to get 12% per cent of the profits, as he 
got the contract in the first place. Seibert was 
to put in $15,000 and get 12% per cent and 
Henry was to put in 20,000 and get 10 per 
cent. I was to furnish the rest of the money 
and get 65 per cent. 

Henry got scared when the floors of the 
buliding fell and killed a man, and he re- 
fused to sign the agreement. He put in no 
money, but he used to come around every 
day. Afterward he demanded his share of 
the prefit, and I refused to give it to him. 
Then he started a suit against me, which 
is now pending. I told Seibert to hold out 
that $6,000 to cover Henry’s 10 per cent it 
he should win the suit.“ 


Commissioner’s Name Concealed. | 

David K. ‘fone, counse] for McMahon & 
Siebert, declared an effort would be made 
at once to summon Krug before a master 
to make a deposition. 

Ot course, I have no direct knowledge 
of the graft charges,’ he said, but my 
client tells me that when he asked Krug for 
an explanation of the use of $6,000 ‘ for legal 
expenses ' which had not been incurred, Krug 
told him he had been compelled to use it 
with the county commissioners. 

“I think it was in connection with the 
extension of the contract, since Mr. Krug was 
not directly interested in the first.award. I 
think the name of an irdividual member of 
the board was mentioned, but it would not 
have been fair to him to insert his name in 
the bill of complaint. I do not recall the 
name.“

There is going to be a lively discussion in 
Judge osscup's court today when the re- 
ceivers of the Chicago and Milwaukee Elec- 
tric railway ask permission to igsue receiv- 
ers’ certificates in the amount of $1,000,000 
for the completion of the road into Milwau- 
kee. Numerous large creditors of the bank- 
rupt concern will combat the move. 

Receivers Osborne, Haugan, and Hanna 
filed in the Federal Circuit court yesterday 
their formal petition for the issuance of the 
certificates, setting up the argument that the 
road never will pay until it is possible to 
carry passengers and freight to Milwaukee 
They admit that in its uncompleted state the 
Wisconsin division ts not worth its floating 
debt of $500,000. 

Creditors insist that * should be a re- 
port of the financial c ition of the road 
before the creation of additional obligations 
is considered. No report has been made since 
the receivers took possession. 

The receivers also want to borrow a good 
deal of materia! and construction equipment 
from the Illinois division for the completion 
of the Wisconsin end. This has aroused the 
suspicion of the creditors for materials sold 
to the road.

EMPLOYES .. LIKE PLAN. 


Aldermen Will~ Consider Polit- 
ical Influenee Along with 
the Facts. 


The city council decided last night to take 
a hand in the investigation of graft in the 
water department. The aldermen adopted 
a resolution directing that all évidence of 
the misconduct of the department's em- 
ployés be sent to the council committee on 
water. 

This move be welcomed by the em- 
ployés under fire. They know that how- 
ever unjustly they may suffer from the 
presentation of the facts to the civil service 
commission, they will be judged by the 
aldermanic committee with unswerving 
fidelity to the political considerations in- 
volved. ' 

The order for the committee investigation 
was contained in a resolution introduced 
by Ald. Scully and passed without debate. 
It follows: oi 

“ Whereas, Charges have been made in 
the public press of this city that the affairs 
of the water office have not been properly 
conducted and that large sums of money

City’s Loss $9,500,000. 

Supt. McCourt of the water bureau during 
the day gave out an estimate that the city 
has been defrauded of about $9,500,000 In 
water taxes in the last twelve years.

Friday the superintendent said he would 
base charges against fifteen rate takers. The 
trials of the twenty-eight employés already 
suspended under charges will begin. before 
the civil service commission next Monday 
morning. . 
Deputy Commissioner Redieske of the de- 
partment of public works said he would 
make public the names of the corporations 
that have profited from the water fraud“ 
as soon as the investigation is concluded. 
Mr. McCourt has found a brewery that paid 
for only a small fraction of the Water it used 
annually. 


Sewer Bureau Under Fire. 
A hint of a shakeup in the sewer bureau was 
dropped by Mr. Redieske. He eaid charges 
of drunkenness and laziness among some. of 
the employés had been brought to his atten- 
tion and he was investigating. He added that 
there had been no criticism of Supt. William 
E. Quinn, who has been in charge of the bu- 
reau for eight years: Mr. Qulun sald he 
knew of no misconduct on the part of his men, 
but would welcome any investigation. 


“BAR STEAM LOCOMOTIVES; 


Inspector Bird Makes Recommendation 
to Mayor and Council, Telling of Suc- 
cess in New York. 


Mayor Busse’s plan for the electrification 
of all locomotives used on Chicago terminals 
and suburban lines—chiefly as a measure for 
the abatement of the smoke nulsance—was 
furthered materially by a report made to 
the city council last evening by Smoke In- 
spector Paul P. Bird. The report declared 
the plan essential to the elimination of the 
greater part of the city’s smoke and desirable 
from the viewpoint of economy. 5 

Mr. Bird based his recommendations on 
observations of the electrified railway ter- 
minals In New York, where he went at the 
direction of the mayor. 

The smoke inspector submitted these eon- 
clusions of his investigation: 
Electrification ofl terminals of rmaijroacs now 
entering Chicago ft a practical and feasible 
undertaking. The success attained in the pioneer 
work in New York proves this. 

Operating cost of such electrically operated 
terminals will be reduced materially over the pres- 
ent cost, even when the additional fixed charges 
on the cost of electrical installation are provided 
for. 

Only by such measures can the nuisances due to 
steam locomotives be abated. 

The problem confronting Chicago railroads is 
much simpler than the one tinposed on New York 
roads. There are certain terminals in Chicago 
whith undoubtedly present the simplest problem 
in electrification of any in the coyntry. | 

Mr. Bird described the successful opera- 
tion of the New York Central's terminal for 
a distance of fifteen miles by the third rail 
system. On the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad the terminal is operated 
by the overhead trolley.

HAMPERS THE MAIL SERVICE 


Means Delay of Improvements Asked 


vy Postal Authorities.

The’ city council, at practically ite last 
meeting as Sow oopatituted, put the ordi- 
nance of the Chicago Postal Pneumatic Tube 
company to-an indefinite sleep last evening. 
It probably will be revived when the new 
council gets organised, but at present it is 
more than comatose. It might almost be 
called moribund. 

How much the council's action is going to 
affect the extension of the tube service for 
the use of the Chicago postoffice is a matter 
tor the authorities at Washington to deter- 
mine. It lies entirely with them. Whether 
the next national appropriation bill will carry 
an item for an exiension of the service in 
Chicago nobody knows. 

The present entanglement came out of a 
clear sky and was the result of a letter writ- 
ten by President Ames of the home company 
in Boston, of which the Chicago corporation 
is a subsidiary, to Mayor Busse informing 
him that the ordinance in its present form 
could not beaccepted. The mayor turned the 
letter over to Ald, Dever, who, as chairman 

e judiciary committee, had the ordi- 
in charge, and just as the council 
thought it was done.Ald. Dever got into ac- 


Ordinance Is Placed on File. 

IT had intended to eall up the ordinance 
amending the franchise of the Chicago Postal 
Pneumatic Tube company,“ he said. “ The 
committee thought it had come to an agree- 
ment with that company and incorporated it 
in the ordinance, It was represented to us 
that the clause in the franchise, inserted, I 
believe, by the late Ald. Mavor, which pro- 
vided that at the end of the franchise the 
property of the company should revert tothe 
city, preciuded it from raising the money for 
the extensions of the service the-postoffice 
depattment wants. 

“The committee held several sessions 
about the question. At all of them W. R. 
Kerr, secretary of the local company, and 
Adams A. Goodrich, its counsel, were pres- 
ent. Finally we came to what we thought 
Was an agreement. It was stipulated that 
the forfeiture clause in the franchise should 
not apply to any extensions made in addition 
to the nine miles of tube already laid, and 
that as to those nine miles the city, instead 
of taking them over at the end of the fran- 
chise, should give the company the'right to 
purchase them. , 

To this both Mr. Kerr and Mr. Goodrich 
consented and it was thought the matter was 
settled until this morning Mayor Busse re- 
ceived a letter saying the ordinance in its 
present shape could not be accepted. This 
seems to settle it. The committee feels it has 
gone as far as it can, and so I move to place 
the ordinance on fle.“ 

“So ordered,“ announced the mayor; and 
that ended. it. 


No New Street Numbers Now. 


Ald. Derpa made an ineffectual attempt to 
call up the ordinance -cenumbering the 
streets of the city. he aldermen were in 
no humor to take up that task just before 
election. No friends could Le made and some 
enemies might. So it went over after Ald. 
Lipps had sent in an amendment seeking to 
make the east and west dividing line Kinzie 
street instead of Madison. 

Two small street naming ordinances were 
passed, however. Railroed avenue was 
changed to Windsor Park avenue and Gold- 
smith avenue to Normal Park avenue. It 
was to make the names wniform, Rallroad 
avenue being an extension of Windsor Park 
avenue, and Goldsmith avenue is an exten- 
sion of Normal Park. 


Weapon Ordinance Is Modified. 

Mayor Busse returned, to the council the 
ordinance licensing the sale of deadly 
weapons with the criticism that the provision 
requiring a 1.000 bond did not specify the 
obligations of the dealers. The aldermen 
reconsidered the enacting vote and repassed 
the. ordinance. including the provision that 
a dealer should give the bond to- guarantee 
his faithful observance of the law. 

Ald. Hoffman reported in a resolution that 
there were numerous complaints of the de- 
terioration of the quality of illuminating gas 
and the gas inspector was ordered to inspect 
the quality of the Peoples company's prod- 
uct and report to the next meeting. 

The council fixed the pay of Municipal 
court clerks aud bailiffs at $1,700 a year each 

It passed the routine order directing the 
city controller to lease from the Lehmann es- 
tate the building at 200-6 Randolph street as 
a temporary city hall for $99,000 a year. 

The next meeting of the counci) will be 
Monday, April 13.

The city council broke all records on trac- 
tion legislation last evening. It passed with 
only one dissenting vote a major franchise 
ordinance and then a number of minor ordi- 
nances ordering extensions went through in 
the omnibus. To the old timers, who remem- 
bered how a motion to allow a curve to be 
put in on a street corner meant a two hours’ 
wrangle, it was a revelation. : 

The franchise was to the Calumet and South 
Chicago Street railway company. This is 
to be a consolidation of the present Calumet 
Electric and South Chicago City companies. 
now occupying the tegritory south of the lines 
of the Chicago City railway company. It 
Was passed without debate and by a vote of 
63 to 1, Ald. Uhlir waking up at the last 
moment and asking that he be recorded in the 
negative. : 


Large Territory is Benefited. - 


Ald. Foreman called the ordinance up as 
chairman of the committee bn local trans- 
portation and in doing so explained it. 

The residents of the south*end of the city 
have been clamoring for better transporta- 
tion facilities for many years, he said. 
“They voted for the traction settlement 
ordinances a year ago with the understand- 
ing that the council would take up the solu- 
tion of the problem in their part of the city 
without delay. The ordinance now before 
you represents that solution. : 

It provides first of all for the consolida- 
tion of the South Chicago City railway and 
the Calumet Electric. Hitherto the people in 
the south end of the city have been compelied 
to pay two fares in traveling between sec- 
tions served by the two roads. Now they will 
pay one fare. 


Provides for Quick Relief. 
“Early in the consideration of the relief 
of the south end residents, the question arose 
of extending the franchise of the existing 
companies, or of waiting under present con- 
ditions until the City railway could extend 


its’ service into that section. The residents 


of that part of the city, however, made it 
plain that they wanted improvements at 
orice. They do not want to wait for the fu- 


ture extension of the larger company. This 


ordinance is giving them what they want in 
that and other respects. 

Finally, the ordinance provides that the 
consolidated system shall be placed under the 
supervision of the board of engineers, as in 
the case of the two big companies.”’ 

Ald. Moynihan had an amendment inserted 
providing that the company should be re- 
quired to pave streets in which its tracks are 
removed as soon as the assessment is spread 
by the board of local improvements, Instead 
of waiting till the assessment roll is filed in 
court. Ald. Foreman accepted the amend- 
ment. 

The unanimity of the vote provoked com- 
ment at once and laughter in such cases as 
Ald. Dever, who voted in the affirmative. al- 
though the ordinance was almost identical 
with the settlement ordinance he fought so 
bitterly under the leadership of Edward F. 
Dunne a yearago. Ald. Dever laughed, too, 
and blushed some while Ald. Foreman pro- 
fessed to be astounded beyond belief. 


Minor Traction Orders Passed. 


Ald. Foreman also had passed these orders

It is further alleged that Bermel wrong- 
fully received money for the granting of spe- 
cial privileges to contractors and others;

tion for violation of laws and ordinances;

END OF SHIP ARMOR SEEN. 


American Torpedo Boat shoots Itself 
While at Practice. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 980.—Col. F. W. Maude, 
in the April Contemporary Review, describes 
a gun which is in existence and can, by the 
application of electricity, impart an initial 
velocity of 30,000 feet a second to projectiles 
of all dimensions which can be practically 
handled under war conditions on board a 
ship or in permanent defenses. Projectiles 
of 2,000 pounds weight lie fairly within these 
limite.” 

In a succeeding passage he declares that 
if the rule of velocities up to 2,500 feet a 
second—vis.: that the resistance increases 
as the square of the velocity—holds good ata 
higher rate, then there is practically noth- 
ing to prevent these weapons from throwing 
shells from London to Paris or vice versa at 
the rate of a few thousand a day. The in- 
ventor is W. 8. Simpson, a Scotchman. 


Means End of Armored Vessels. 

Simpson assures the critics that the great- 
est experts of the country have seen, ex- 
amined, and witnessed the working of the 
model, and expressed their entire satisfac- 
tion of its practicability. He adds that Col. 
Maude did not hesitate to say that the results 
claimed were certain to be realized. 

The fact that with this weapon it will be 
possible to give a projectile a velocity of 
30,000 feet a second and upwards, without 
smokg, flash, or recoil, will compel all navies 
to abandon armor and devote their energies 
to the attainment of speed as the prime fac- 
tor of success in warfare. 


Torpedo Boat Shoots Itself. 

Pensacola, Fla. March 30.—As the result 
of being struck by a torpedo biank, fired 
from one of its own tubes, the torpedo boat 
Blakeley, which has been engaged in target 
practice off this port, hasa large jagged hole 
just below the water line on the port side. 
The Blakeley has been put in dry dock and 
a board of inquiry named to conduct an in- 
vestigation into the accident. 

It ie said the torpedo boat was on the target 
range, four miles from the navy yard, en- 
gaged in practice. A. torpedo had been pre- 
pared for a range of 4,000 yards and fired. It 
had gone only 100 yards when it suddenly 
swerved and, after making a complete cir- 
cle, came directly toward the Blakeley, 
striking the vessel. 

Mattresses and bedding were used to stop 
the rush of water, and the vessel headed for 
the navy yard. 


CHARGES AGAINST PINCHOT. 


Western Congressmen Accuse Chief of 
Forestry Bureau and Member of 
“Tennis Cabinet.“ 


Washington, D. C., March 80.—[{Special.}— 
Charges were made in the house today by 
Representatives Smith of California and 
Mondell of Wyoming against Gifford Pin- 
chot, chief of the forestry bureau and mem- 
ber of President Roosevelt's tennis cabi- 
net. 

Mr. Smith's charges relate to an alleged 
secret understanding between Pinchot and 
the city of Los Angeles with a view to ob- 
taining valuable water rights in the Owens 
river valley. He said the deal is against the 
interests of individuals having prior claima. 

Pinchot, through Mr. Pollard of Nebraska, 
said nearly all the California congressmen 
requested tile reserve. All of the California 
representatives who were present when the 
statement was made declared that they had 
not urged such action. 

Mr. Mondell charged that officers and 
agents of the forestry division last year had 
attended a convention in Denver, with which 
the government had nothing to do, and that 
their expenses had been paid out of the 
federal treasury. 

Mr. Scott protested that Mr. Mondell was 
mistaken in saying government money had 
been improperly used, but in reply Mr. Mon- 
dell suggested that there had been false 
entries in the forestry office books in order 
to cover up the expenditures. 

Mr. Burleson [Texas] made a plea for an 
investigation of the beet means of prevent- 
ing the ravages of the mistletoe, and offered 
an amendment to that effect. In doing so 
he brought down upon himself a lot of good 
natured gibes. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES. 


Representative Frank Clark of Florida engaged 
in a fiet fight with a guest of a local hotel and 
came out second best. The trouble arose over 
Clark's refusal to accept an apology. 

Perry Belmont, president of the National Pub- 
licity association, predicted victory for the meds- 
ure proposing to make public all contributions for 
political purposes.

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Baer Asks Commerce Commis- 
sioners to Make Mellen 
Behave Himself. 


GIVE POWER TO BOARD. 


Both Offer Concessions Which 


Will Further Cause of the 
Shippers. 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—(Special.}— 
President Baer of the Reading railroad, the 
one man who probably was the hardest 
fighter agains the interstate commerce com- 
mission, now has appealed to that body for 
protection. The other party in the affair 
was the-New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad, which also had been a strong 
protestant against the commission. 

To say the least, the members of the com- 
mission were not in the least displeased 
with their job of referee as counsel for Baer 
and Mellen clawed at each other. The quer- 
rel which resulted in the appeal to the com 
miseion was over the question ot using 
Jersey City as a freight gateway for the 
Central Railway of New Jersey. There will 
be complete argument of the affair on April 
28, and then the commission will decide as Lo 
whether it has jurisdiction to interfere be- 
tween the two contesting roads. 

In the latter part of last November a 
couple of private cars rolled into Washington 
on different lines. President Mellen of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford, Pres'- 
dent Baer of the Reading, and numerous 
tariff agents, attorneys, and genera! office:s 
of the roads emerged and made post has.e 
for the rooms of the interstate commerce 
commission. The commissioners saw that 
the greatest kind of trouble was on, and at 
the behest of the nervous railway officials 
dropped other cases and gave them a con- 
ference. 


Mellen and Baer Near Blows. 

This conference lasted the greater part of 
an afternoon, and what actually oecurred in 
it may not all be given to history through 
records in the case which the commission is 
now making. It is known, however, that 
Mr. Mellen and Mr. Baer came as close’ to a 
personal encounter in the room of Chairman 
Knapp while the remaining members of the 
commission and other railway officials were 
ranged about the apartment as they willever 
come in their lives. 

The question as to whether the New Haven 
road had the right to cease delivering freight 
to the CentraleRallroad of New Jersey at 
Jersey City and inaist that it be taken over 
the Lehigh and Hudson at Poughkeepsie 
bridge was hard for Baer to settle without 
getting warm, and it was just as hard for 
Mellen to take Baer’s insinuations that it 
was a case of giving the Pennsylvania road 
the bulk of all the New Haven trade instead 
of, as Mellen said, endeavoring to relieve the 
congestion of cars at Harlem. 

The encounter ended in a rapid fire verbal 
volley from either side, however, and all 
hands eventually retired to allow the inter- 
state commerce commission to ascertain, if 
it could, just where it stood in the matter of 
settling the dispute between the two ral 
roads. 

Both Offer Big Concessions. 

As a means of arriving at a solution of the 
difficulty two important concessions were 
offered, one by each road. President Baer 
people offered to maintain a barge traffic 
from Jersey City to Harlem if the New 
Haven line would resume its delivery of 
freight to the Reading line through Jersey 
City. The New Haven people, as a counter 
offer, proposed to take over the Lehigh and 
Hudson railroad, which is controlled by the 
Reading and which enables the Reading to 
connect with traffic at the Poughkeepsie 
bridge, and operate it at their own expense, 
allowing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to fix rates, and giving full attention 
to all freight consigned to or delivered by 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the 
Pennsylvania and Reading and the Balti- 
more and Ohio. 

From now on it will be a difficult matter for 
the railroads to do anything else than recog- 
nize in the interstate commerce commission 
an august and mighty tribunal, which.has 
extensive power over rallroad matters, be 
they the kind which irritate the shipper or 
the railroads themselves. 


WAR ON MISSOURI RATE LAW. 


General Solicitors of Railroads in State 
Plan Fight Against Two Cent 
Fare Act. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 30.—General solict- 
tors of all the Missour! railroads met here 
today and decided to renew the fight against 
the 2 cent rate law. in Missouri. It is said 
that injunction proceedings to prevent the 
further operation of the fare law are to be 
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renewed before Federal Judge McPherson 
at Kansas City.

Foraker Tries in Vain to Put Out 
Fuse He Lighted. 


FAIRBANKS IS CHIEF VICTI¥V 


Vice President Attacked in Record of 
Ruin of Seal Industry.“ 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—[ Special. 1 
The senate today had a bomb explosion all 
its own. Mr. Foraker of Ohio lighted the 
fuse last Wednesday, when he obtained per- 
mission to have printed a harmless looking 
paper. When the document was run off the 
press and ite deadly mature discovered the 
Ohioan endeavored to prevent the explosion, 
but he was too late. 

Vice President Fairbanks was the chief 
victim of the outrage,“ though others were 
wounded, including Mr. Foraker. 

There was nothing to indicate the impend- 
ing tragedy when the senate convened. The 
members were enjoying the quiet of rest 
after their arduous labor in disposing of the 
Aldrich bill. A few groups were discussing 
polities, but the majority were » leisurely 
reading their mail, when Senator Feraker 
entered the chamber and asked permission 
to withdraw “a certain paper and suppress 
all the printed copies thereof, the paper 
being the one he had asked permission to 
print last Wednesday. Of course, the re- 
quest was granted, and the Ohioan then pro- 
ceeded to apologize to the vice president for 
his blunder and to declare his innocence of 
the fact that the bomb was loaded. 


“Explosive” Made by Expert. 

The “explosive” was a history of the 
seal industry of Alaska. It was prepared 
of Henry W. Biliott of Lakewood, O., who 
is supposed to know more about the seal 
question than any other man in the country. 

The paper was closely written in long 
hand and was difficult to read. Its title. given 
it by Mr. Elliott, was The Official Record 
of the Loot and Ruin of the Fur Seal Herd 
of Alaska.“ ! 

This title the Ohio senator never saw 
when he turned the document in for the 
printers. 

In some way which neithér the Ohioan nor 
Mr. Fairbanks can understand, some copies 
of the record were distributed, and in 
this way the character of the document be- 
came known. 

It was found to reflect upon the Integrity of 
the presiding officer of the senate and upon 
members eof the senate und house and other 
government officials. 

Fairbanks Is Attacked. 

Pasting over thirty years of the “ official 
record, Prof. Elliott dealt with the work 
of the Anglo-American high joint commis- 
sion in connection with the sealing ques- 
tion, and told of an argument made by Mr. 
Fairbanks in opposition to a sealing bill be- 
fore the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions in 1902-'8 when he was a member of the 
committee. 

“Mr. Elliott secured on Feb. 2, 1908, the 
passage of the bill in the house,“ the record 
says, “ but on Feb. 17, in the senate foreign 
relations committee, Senator Fairbanks de- 
liberately told the committee that this bill 
was not needed; that the fur seal question 
had been all agreed upon in the high joint 
commission, and only.waited the formal 
publication by that commission when it as- 
sembled; he assured the committee that this 
reconvention of the commission was to take 
place soon after March 4, 1903. 

‘The statement of Senator Fairbanks was 
an untruth in every respect—a square and 
wholesale fabrication on his part, to defeat 
the pending bill. Under the circumstances 
his colleagues could not dispute his false 
report; therefore they took no action on this 
bill, at his request.” 

The ‘official record refers in disparaging 
manner to the part taken by the late secre- 
tary of state, John Hay, in regard to the 
sealing question, and charges that legislation 
was bitterly opposed by the land and sea 
butchers of the fur seal herd, who had 
suborned certain senators, congressmen, and 
the department officials.” 

It refers also to the extended trip of in- 
@pection over Alaska,“ made by Senators 
Dillingham, Nelson, Burnham, and Patter- 
son, and mentions the fact that no legisia- 
tion was accomplished. 


Others Under Fire. 

Fault is found aleo with the fact that Secre- 
tary Root and Assistant Secretary Bacon 
had dore “ absolutely nothing,” although 
fully informed)that a plan of mutual conces- 
sion and joint control of United States and 
Canada could be “successfully negotiated 
in six weeks’ time.” The long record closes 
as follows: 

“Why should this infamous work of the 
land and sea butchers of our fur seal herd 
go thus unchecked, and that, too, when the 
Canadian government asks us to unite with 
it on a proper plan to suppress it? ; 

“No quibbling or nonsense about the ne- 
cessity of seeing or sounding Japan or Rus- 
sia rst will bear the light of honest dis- 
cussion. 

Those governments have both been ready 
at any hour since 1897 to unite with us on any 
plan to suppress pelagic fur sealing to which 
we could firet get Canada to assent.”

Commodity. 


COMPANIES UNDER FIRE.

p of Giant Monopoly 
Charged. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 30.—[Special.)}— 
By an order issued today by the Indiana rail- 
road commission, the rates charged by the 
express companies to and from all points 
in Indiana are reduced from 10 to 12 per 
cent. Ten days are given the companies 
in which to rearrange their schedules. 

The commission accompanies its order 
with a long statement, in which a history of 
several of the companies is epitomized in 
support of the charge that they have been 
making fabulous " profits while operating 
almost entirely on water.“ 

The commission says that it was able to 
get few facts from the express companies 
regarding their capital stock or income, and 
that for this reason it was forced to refer 
to the published statements of the ex- 
press companies’ affairs. The companies, 
it is said, refused or neglected to produce in- 
formation regarding loss and damage claims, 
wages and salaries, legal expenses and taxes, 
and yet contended that these items should 
be considered.“ 


Companies’ Methods Assailed 

The commission says that the American 
Express company in 1850 had a capital stock 
of $150,000, which in four years was in- 
creased to $750,000, and that in 1868 the 
company increased its capital to $18,000,000. 

It says that the Adams company in 1854 
had a capital stock of $1,200,000, which by 
1875 had been increased to $12,000,000. In 
none of these instances, the commission says, 
was any additional money paid to the treas- 
uries, all the increases being from profits 
derived from the business. 

Commenting on the Adams company, the 
report says: 

This great company is not without power 
of invention. Under an immense increment 
in business, with no proportiogal economics 
rate reduction, a great surplueaccumulated., 

Something had to be done with it; hence, 
in 1898, to\indemnify its shareholders against 
personal liability, $12,000,000 in bonds were 
distributed to the holders of 120,000 shares 
of stock, and, wonderful to say, in 1906 the 
surplus was again a great burden, and with- 
out even the pretense of indemnification for 
personal liability the golden floodgates were 
again opened and $24,000,000 poured out to the 
shareholders of this company. 

From time to time dividends, in 1906, 
amounting to $10 per share, and from $4 0 
$10 for many years, were distributed, and 
the company seriously assures us that it 
never has defaulted in the payment of inter- 
est on its bonds, and except, as stated, never 
declared a bond dividend, 

„What a gullible public! What fortunate 
shareholders! What a beneficent common 
carrier—to its owners!” 


Pacific Stock “Given Away.” 

The information set forth in the official 
opinion in regard to the Pacific Express com- 
pany is even more interesting. This com- 
pany was organized under the laws of Ne- 
braska Oct. 1, 1879, with a cap*‘tal stock of 
$6,000,000. / There has been no stock dividend 
ahd no bond dividend, but the company has 
paid dividends, says the commission, with 
almost absolute regularity. In the last 
twenty years $8,334,000 has been divided 
among its shareholders, and, in addi- 
tion, a surplus of $1,529,679 has piled up. 

The commission says it got evidence as to 
what disposition was made of the $6,000,000 
capital stock from John A. Brewster, auditor 
of the company, who teetified that the stock 
was given to the Wabash, Union Pacific, and 
Missouri Pacific railroad companies for rights 
and franchises. He testified that twelve 
stockholders of this company are railroads, 
and that they get the dividends.

The West End Woman's club of the west 
side also is much interested in the garden 
contest for it has been striving to improve 
the appearance of vacant lots in that neigh- 
borhood. Last year the club kept the grass 
in trim in the lot at Ashland avenue and Mon- 
roe street and planted shrubs and flowers on 
it. Another lot that received similar at- 
tention is situated at Laflin and Monroe 
streets. The club probably will plant a gar- 
den in one of these lots and enter it in Tue 
TRIBUNE prize contest.

— 
Fertilizing Ground Is Advised. 

In most localities in Chicago it will be 
found thet better results may be obtained by 
fertilizing, although this is not always essen- 
tial or expedient. Well rotted manure is the 
best material for this purpose, and there 
should not be much difficulty in obtaining 
it. It should be turned under as soon as pos 
sible, o as not to lose any more ammonia 
than necessary. Care should be used to keep 
it from the roots of plants, as it will burn 
them. 

The soil should be well worked by the 
spade, and here is where the man unaccus- 
tomed to manuaj labor will begin to shirk. 
It is the best of exercise, however, especially 
for those who are becoming too fat. The 
ground should be spaded, and respaded, and 
worked thoroughly, so that all the lumps are 
removed. The fertilizer should be at the 
lowest depth. 

Be sure that the garden plot is well drained 
or the water will remain about the roots and 
rot them. 

A line should be used in planting, as the 


flowers are much easier cultivated if planted , 


in straight rows. For the same reason, if 
there is plenty of room, there should be al- 
lowed a good space between the plants. 

Sprinkling should be done once a week, or 
whenever the ground is fairly dry, and wate: 
that is too cold should be avoided.

Threatened Strike of Drivers 

Not to Cut Off Babies’ 
Food Supply. 


MEN THREATEN BOYCOTT 


Talking of Long, Hard Contest 
Against the Big Concerns 
for Higher Pay. 


Prospects for a serious contest between 
mik wagon drivers and dealers increased 
yesterday when both sides expressed de- 
termination not to recede. 

The milk drivers’ union will ask for support 
in the controversy from the teamsters’ union 
at a meeting to be held tonight. Should this 
support be granted the milk drivers expect 
that a boycott will be placed on every, home, 
restaurant, or hotel that permits non-union 
drivers to deliver milk. 

Babies will be provided for even though 
teamsters and drivers should join hands in 
the effort to force dealers to pay the increase 
of $5 asked by the union. C. A. Coey of the 
Coey Automobile company and C. W. Foster 
of the Cadillac company announced yester- 
day if the strike occurred they would volun- 
teer to deliver milk each day in every Chicago 
home where there ie a baby. Automobiles, 
it is gaid, will be.offered dealers in which to 
deliver milk and cream to such households 


. 
Thirty Automobiles Ready. 

“df the milk strike becomes so serious 
babies suffer from ft,“ said Mr. Coey, “I 
will place thirty machines from my garage 
in the milk business. and will guarantee to 
put the cans and bottles in every home there 
is pressing need for them. One machine will 
be able to carry fifty gallons, which will pro- 
vide milk for 200 families. We can make 
four trips a day, and with thirty machines 
we can guarantee deliveries at 24,000 homes. 
With Mr. Foster's assistance we can count 
on providing 50,000 households with the need- 
ed product. That will supply all the babies.” 

The fight of the drivers is directed princi- 
pally against the big dealers, former mem- 
bers of the “big flve combine. It was 
deciared at the union headquarters that the 
small dealers will hold a meeting at 10 Clark 
street tonight at which they will agree on the 
scale of wages asked by thedrivers. The big 
firms, the union men say, are the only ones 
holding out against the increased pay. 


Agreement Expires Tonight. 

Although the present agreement under 
which the drivers are now working expires 
tonight it is not expected any definite action 
will be taken by the drivers until after a 
meeting to be held in Brand's hall Thursday 
night. 

William Neer, president of the union, said 
during the day: 

“ Uniees the dealers grant our demands 
there will be a strike. The best thing the 
people in Chicago can do is to make arrange- 
ments for the delivery of milk from the small 
dealer, who will —— — our terms.“ 


TWO CLASSES IN CHICAGO; 
AUTOISTS AND AUTO HATERS. 


Prof. Shailer Mathews Thus Classifies 
City’s Population in an Address to 
the Kenwood Men’s Club.

Mrs. Emma Haskell’s Successor 


Arrives at Spaulding School. 
ALMOST WHOLE STAFF GONE 


Dr. Anna Holmes, with Principal 
Krauskopf, Alone Remains. 


A new order of things began at the Spauld- 
ing School for Crippled Children yesterday. 
In the place of Mrs. Emma S. Haskell, who 
has been identified with the school since 
it was started as a private institution, there 
Was a substitute, who, while a bit nervous, 
did her best to get acquainted with the 
maimed youngsters under her caré. It was 
@ dificult situation, and the new teacher 
needed all her tact to meet it. 

In two of the other rooms also new teach- 
erg arrived to take the place of substitutes 
who have held the positions for ten days. 
These were Miss Katherine N. Barrett and 
Miss Clara M. Griffing, both transferred 
from the Sumner school, where Charles C. 
Krauskopf was principal before he was 


placed in charge of the Spaulding school. 


Miss Emma Panker and Miss Mildred Hol- 


. Inger, former teachers at the school, have 


been transferred at their own request to 
other buildings. 


One Original Teacher Remains. 


Of the original teaching staff, Dr. Anna 
Holmes is the only one left with Principal 
uskopf. Altogether it is the most thor- 
ough housecleaning that a Chicago public 
school has undergone in a long time, but the 
school authorities and the board of educatian 
said that it was necessary to put an end fo 
the discord which has been a constant feature 
of the school since last fall, when it became 
a distinct organization and Mrs. Haskell 
failed to be placed in charge. 

Supt. Cooley has ordered the transfer of 
Mrs. Haskell to a position on the staff of the 
Greene school, at Thirty-eixth and Paulina 
streets. 

Mrs. Haskell is suffering from a general 
breakdown as a result of her troubles at 
the school, according to her husband, Frank- 
lin L. Haskell. She is at her mother’s home, 
where ashe has been since Friday. Mr. 
Haskell refused to say last night where her 
mother lives, as Mrs. Haskell, he said, had 
gone there in order to keep away from public 
notice while she is recovering from her nerv- 
ous breakdown. 


Friends Repeat Charges. 

Friends of Mrs. Haskell reiterated their 
declarations that the teacher has received 
unfair treatment, and predicted confidently 
that she will resign and undertake the or- 
ganization of a private school for cripples. 

Mrs. Haskell has given her entire time to 
the children for years,“ said a member of her 
family. We are trying to persuade her to 
give up the work, but she has friends with 
ufflimited resources who insist that she must 
devote herself to this new school that is being 
talked of. I suppose-she will do it—and with- 
out charge. Parents are refusing to send 
their children to the Spaulding school, which, 
by the way, Mrs. Haskell planned, and some 
institution must be provided for them.“ 

At the school it is understood that sickness 
at the Home for Destitute Crippled Children 
is responsible for a certain falling off in the 
attendance at the school, and at the board 
rooms School Architect Perkins was disposed 
to claim a hand in the plans of the Spaulding 
school.

THE SUBWAY. 

One cannot look for much aldermanie | 
activity in council or committee on the 
eve of an election. It is in the order of 
things that the local transportation com- 
mittee should take it easy for the time 
being. It has even lost interest in the 
congested loop and is waiting patiently to 
hear from the elevated roads, which also 
seem to have lost their Interest in the sub- 
ject. 

There is a more important question 
than the loop which the public hopes will 
disappear some day. The really. interest- 
ing and vital question is the subway. It 
is the question which the local transporta- 
tien committee should take up after the 
election and the organization of the new 
council. It ought to have gone at the mat- 
ter as soon as the Chicago Railways com- 
pany accepted its ordinance, instead of 
awaiting the approach of summer. 

In New York City they are thinking of 
nothing but subways. A Chicago engi- 
neer is telling the people how to double 
deck the subway they already have and, 
thus add greatly to its capacity. The 
same engineer has worked out the plans 
for a Chicago system which also is a 
double decker to the extent that there are 
no grade crossings of track. This elim- 
inates delays and à fruitful cause of acci- 
dents. 

The plans having been made, the matter 
of financing the undertaking is next in 
order. That is something for the com- 
mittee on local transportation to study 
over as a preliminary to the submission 
to the council of a subway ordinance. 
The subway is the only permanent soli- 
tion of all the elevated and surface trac- 
tion tangles and puzzles, and three weeks 
hence the committee should attack the 
problem in dead earnest. 


THE NEW PLAGIARISM. 

Theatrical producers and playwrights 
seem to have a substantial grievance. 
The moving picture” has invaded their 
province; humbly but effectually. The 5 
cent theater, it is declared, is taking the 
fine edge off the appetite of the American 
public for real plays by sure enough 
actors. 

The process is this: When a play 
proves itself suecessful an imitation of its 
scenes is recorded in the usual way, for 
the kinetoscope. The slides are sold 
broadcast for use in the small theaters 
which are equipped with the moving picture 
machines. A pictorial presentation of the 
Popular play is thereupon produced for 
the quite reasonable sum of 5 or 10 cents. 

Some theaters are so enterprising as to 
buy the poster lithographs of the original 
“show,” which, it is strenuously main- 
tained, deceives the groundlings into the 
belief that they are seeing the real 
thing.” But there is worse than this. 
Talking machines are supplied with 
the words of the play, and the limitations 
of pantomime are wiped away. Consid- 
ering the price of admission, this makes 
an irresistible*ompromise or substitute. 

The Supreme court has recently taken 
a strict position as tm the copyright 
laws dealing with musical disks, ich 
were held not to be an infringement of 
the composer's or music publisher's rights. 
It is plain that the laws need amend- 
ment, both to extend protection to them 
and to the playwright and theatrical pro- 
ducers, As to the injustice of the use of 
the urtist’s creation and the producer's en- 
terprise without consent and compensa- 
tion there can be no question. If it is 
public policy to Protect the author from 
plagiarism under the older forms it is 
policy to protect him from new forms of 
invasion. 


THE GARDEN CONTEST. 

When Chicago became a city it was in- 
deed a city ina garden. It was a part of 
the great garden of the Mississippi valley, 
a virgin garden, deep and rich of soil, 
lying in level miles clear for the pioneer 
plow.

But as the age of asphalt and concrete, 
of the skyscraper and the apartment bulld- 
ing, claims us for its own there is to be 
observed a tendency to forget our be- 
nignant motto and our wholesome garden 
habits. There is now block after block 
in the residence districts and, what is 
more serious, in the newer residence dis- 
triets where there is not a blade of green 
from building line to building line. Look- 
ing down these ravines of brick and stone 
and asphalt is like looking along the cor- 
ridor of a jail. They must be jails for 
children and for grownups, too. They 
are certainly a development to be regret- 
ted in this city in a garden.

But it also and primarily shows want 
of experience amd observation. Many 
people are prejudiced against a race be- 
cause they have come into unpleasant con- 
tact with one or a few members of the 
race disliked who may be in no way rep- 
resentative of the race. We are all of us 
susceptible to first impressions and slow 
to correct them if they are vivid. Some 
of us undoubtedly retain the impressions 
and the prejudices based upon them of 
childhood all during life. 

But if we do it is because we have been 
limited in our experience, or are defective 
in our observation, or are that happily 
rare individual, the bigot or fanatic. The 
normal experience of normal human be- 
ings is that while races have certain well 
marked characteristics, race personalities, 
so to speak, these are the result of condi- 
tions, while human mature runs pretty 
much the same through us all. 

What seems race prejudice is some- 
times, perhaps often, some other antago- 
nism. It may be élass prejudice, ba 
on the fact that owing to political or so- 
cial conditions the race disliked has been 
confined to a particular social level or has 
done work which belongs only to the class 
on that level. It may be religious preju- 
dice. It may be prejudice based on eco- 
nomic rivalry. 

But the man who has been well taught 
by life, and certainly the man whom we 
call “cultured,” does not draw indict- 
ments against a people and is not the 
victim of race ;prejudice. 

In America, whose people were from 
the beginning of many races, in the great 
land which owes everything to the min- 
gled peoples of the old world, race preju- 
dice is intolerable. It can never become 
a really dangerous fault. But it is well 
for us to keep the evil of it in our con- 
science and purge what tendencies we 
may find out of our social system.

The princess in tion bears the Christian 
name of Marie, 14 years of age, has five 
sisters, but no Ba aaiigor a Roman Catholic, 
and is being carefully reared by her mother, 
the Grand Duchess Maria Anna, who is one of 
the many clever daughters of the late Dom 
Miguel, ex-king of Portugal; a sister, there- 
fore, of Dom Miguel of Braganza, the legit- 
imiet pretender to the throne of Portugal. 
Among her other sisters are Duchess 
Charles Theodore of Bavaria, wife of the 
celebrated royal oculist, who has restored the 
sight of so many thousands of poor people 
free of cost by his su ul cataract opera- 
tions, and Archduchess Marie Therese, step- 


mother of the heir apparent to the Austrlan 


throne,

Prince Nicholas of Nassau, to the throne, and 
the publication of the decree nominating the 
oldest daughter of the grand duke as next | 
héir to the crown shows that neither the gov- 
ernment of Luxemburg, nor its legislature, 
nor yet ite courts, will consider the count’s 
claims, since the decree has been issued with 
the sanction and approval of all three bodies.

The mention contained in the decree that 
the future grand duchess likewise becomes 
hereditary princess of Nassau means that 
she will be the mistress of the great family 
property and entailed estates of the house of 
Nassau, which are valued at some $30,000,- 
000 and ate situated for the most part in 
Germany and in Austria, including the su- 
perb castle of Diebricn on the Rhine, where 
the young princess and three of her sisters 
spent the greater part of last summer. 

The regency of the grand duchy during the 
minority of the young princess will undoubt- 
edly be vested in the hands of her mother, a 
singularly able woman. The next. male 
agnate of the house of Luxemburg is Duke 
Alexander of Oldenburg. through his mother, 
who was a Princess Therese of Nassau. Al- 
though scion of the German sovereign house 
of Oldenburg, he ig a Russian by birth, citi- 
zenship, and domicile, a general of the Rus- 
sian army, and has a son of the same name 
who is married to the youngest sister of the 
present czar. 

His rights to the throne ‘ot Likemburg and 
to the possession of the vast Nassau estates 
could not, according to the laws of Luxem- 
burg and the family treaties, agreements, 
and statutes of the historic house of Nassau, 
enter into consideration until the death of the 
hereditary grand duchess of Luxemburg and 
of her five sisters andof their aunt, the child- 
less grand duchess of Baden, who is the only 
sister of the now dying grand duke of Luxem- 
burg.

Luxemburg, although it bears a name 
which has figured conspicuously in the his- 
tory of Europe for the last thousand years, 
is one of the most modern states of Europe. 
In fact, it may bé said to have come into ex- 
istence as a separate and distinct sovereign 
state for the first time in 1890, when the 
father of the present grand duke became its 
ruler on the death of his cousin, King WII 
iam of Holland. 

Counts of Luxemburg appear in the pages 
of history even before the year A. D. 900and 
continue, in Unes perpetually changing, 
through descents sometimes male and some- 
times female, down to the beginning of the 
fourteenth century, when the then Count 
Henry of Luxemburg became emperor of 
Germany and of the Holy Roman empire, un- 
der the title of Henry VII., his eldest son, 
John, becoming King of Bohemia in the right 
ofhis wife. This is the blind king who figures 
in ail the narratives of the battle of Crecy 
and from whom the princes of Wales take 
their heraldic device of the three feathars. 

One of his sons succeeded to the kingdom of 
Bohemia and another was the celebrated 
Emperor Charles IV. of Germany, who first 
gave reguiar organization to the German em- 
pire. He constituted Luxemburg into a 
duchy. Some fay years later the duchy 
passed to Louts, duke of Orleans, Whose as- 
sassination early in the fifteenth century 
gave an opportunity to Henry V. of England 
to invade France. Several years later the 
then Duchess Elisabeth of Orleans, finding 
herself unable to control her unruly subjects, 
ceded all her rights to Luxemburg to Philip, 
duke of Burgundy, and thenceforth Luxem- 
burg was incorporated in the dominions of 
the house of Burgundy. 

~- 


Those who are familiar with the history 
of that time will remember that on the death 
of Duke Charles the Bold of Burgundy on the 
famous field of Morat, his sole representative 
was his young daughter, Mary, subsequently 
married to Maximilian of Austria. The in- 
heritance of Burgundy, including the whole 
of the Netherlands and of Luxemburg, thus 
passed to the house of Hapsburg. Her grand- 
son, Emperor Charles V., on abdicating, gave 
the Netherlands and Luxemburg to his son 
Philip, king of ‘Spain. The insurrection of 
the Netherlands against Philip was termi- 
nated by the recognition, under the treaty of 
Aix-la-Chapelle, of the independence of Hol- 
land. 

But the provinces which now form the 
kingdom of Belgium and also Luxemburg re- 
mained subject to Spain. After the war of 
the Spanish succession at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century these provinces re- 
verted, under the treaty of Utrecht, from 
Spain to the house of Austria, and so re- 
mained until 1795, when they were overrun 
and annexed by France. 

The congress of Vienna assigned Luxem- 
burg to the ruler of the new kingdom of the 
Netherlands, which was created for the ben- 
efit of the house of Orange. But the union 
was to be only a personal one; the grand 
duchy of Luxemburg, as it was now styled, 
was included within the Germanic confeder- 
ation. Its famous fortress, which the great 
general, Carnot, considered to be the strong- 
est place in Europe after Gibraltar, was to 
be garrisoned by Prussian soldiers. 

— 


When the rebellion of 1830 broke out in Bel- 
gium it soon swept Luxemburg within its in- 
fluence, except, of course, the city controlled 
by the Prussian soldiery. In 1831 the treaty 
of London, which established the independ- 
ence of Belgium, divided Luxemburg into 
two unequal portiona, the northwesterly part 
going to Belgium, while the king of the 
Netherlands retained the southeasterly part 
and also kept his title of grand duke in con- 
nection with the Germanic confederation. 

So things remained until the Austro-Prus- 
sion war of 1866. With the disappearance of 
the Germanic confederation and the vast ag- 
grandiszement of Prussia, which were the im- 
mediate results of that war, France found 
that she gould not gcquiesce in the continua- 
tion of the Prussian occupation of the strong- 
est fortress of central Europe, and after a 
vain attempt to secure it for herself by means 
of purchase, which was frustrated by the 
indiscretion or treachery of the late King 
William of MHolland’s American  favor- 
ite, Mme. Musard, and which almost 
led to a Franco-German war in 1867, 
another congress took place in London to 
deal with the fate of Luxemburg. By 
its terms the grand duchy ceased to form 
part of the Germanic confederation and was 
declared neutral territory, while the famous 
fortress was razed and dismantled. 

On the death of the late Willlam of Hol- 
land in 1890 his Dutch crown went to his only 
daughter, now Queen Wilhelmina, while his 
grand duchy of Luxemburg descended to his 
distant kinsman, Duke Adolph of Nassau, by 
virtue of the family contracts, treat and 
statutes to which I have made Seregce 
above. The present grand duke is Adolph's 


only son.

Once upon a time a department store in a 
western town indicated in its advertise- 
ments @ willingness that might easily have 
been mistaken for a feverish anxiety to sell 
genuine oil paintings, framed, for 50 cents 
each.

Across the way the adobe walls and bell 
towers of the mission are seen, and from the 
immediate distance there is the sound of 
chimes and much pretty singing. 

The second act is the patio of an old ranch 
house in the early evening of the same day.

Soon there is a riot of color. con- 
fetti, and rather modern paper streamers 
shimmer in the light of a brilliant moon that 
accommodatingly shines through a side win- 
dow in place of down through the spening 
in the roof.

In the end 
the young militiamen arrive in the nick 
of time, there ts a spluttering of a musket 
or two, and the dawn spreads over the back 
drop as well as an effective scene of capitu- 
lation on the girl's part. It is all pretty, but 
never convincing.

Miss Starr. who is the star, is anattractive 
little ingénue, whose record of achievement 
has granted a fine confidence and a perfect 
poise. Evidently she is likewise a capable 
actress, though her Juanita is principally 
a study in pecullar vocalisms and a series 
of gestures and undulations peculiar to 
sefioritas of high degree. As the play is a 
picture play, eo the characters for the most 
part are picture characters, and Miss Starr 
leads all the rest. 

Charles Richman is the hero, Kearney. It 
is not @ part that suits him; therefore, he is 
Zut to his blandest display of saccharine 
manhood. John W. Cope gives the truest 
character in the play, as Kinkaid, the rascal; 
Hamilton Ravelle is terrifically handsome as 
an indolent don; Maria Davis plays an Indian 
servant with excellent judgment, and Harry 
Benrimo trades his carp fisherman of the 
“Darling of the Gods for a wandering 
muleteer, who has quite as much makeup and 
trouble as the other.

Oats acreage also was con- 
siderably under a year ago. Corn in southern 
Oklahoma is planted and up in some instances. 
Light snows in western Nebraska have been bene- 
ficial. 


Cash trade in wheat was small, little tnquiry 
being evident from any quarter. Prices were 
steady relative to the futures, but a considera- 
ble part of the offerings went begging. The same 
was true of the outside markets. St. Louis has 
declined about Sc im three days, and No. 1 north- 
ern was only le over the May at Minneapolis, 
with a slow demand from the mills. It was re- 
ported that some of the Minneapolis mills were 
going to shut down on account of lack of orders. 
Kansas City was quiet as far as cash wheat was 
concerned, and while there was a little inquiry 
from the local mills there, nothing was reported 
in round lots.

130 for stock in a prospect. At 7% the pur- 
chaser is paying 150. If shares in a pros- 
pective mine were offered at a par value of 
$100 at a price of $150 before any gold had 
been mined, the absurdity of the proposition 
would be apparent. But since the shares 
are only $5 the purchasing public seems to 
have lost the percentage idea, which it will 
be found, however;-obtains in the price of a 
$5 share as well as in a $100 share. 
the Guggenheims, while declaring they 
had no financial interest in the stock deal, 
are still careful to refrain from throwing any 
discredit on the figures which Mr. Lawson 
printed. Solomon Guggenheim, president of 
the Yukon Gold company said yesterday: 

We have no criticism or complaint as to 
the manner of marketing the stock, and have 
never attempted to repudiate any of the 
statements published by Mr. Lawson con- 
cerning the property. We have absolute 
faith in it.“ 

There is begining to be some question as 
to whether the offering of the 700,000 shares 
of stock was net prearranged by the Yukon 
Gold company. Daniel Guggenheim, pres- 
id of the Exploration company, said the 
Yukon company had sold 700,000 shares of 
stock to Trippe & Co. at $5 a share. This 
would involve an outlay of $3,500,000. There 
are not many commission houses just at this 
time with $3,500,000 of cash in bank with 
which to buy stock of a prospectatpar. The 
scheme, however, is regarded as having been 
a good one to raise some ready money. If 
the Guggenheims could sell 49 per cent of 
the capital of the company to the public 
at prices between 5 and 7%, they would 
realize enough cash to practically pay them 
back all the money they have put into the 
mine, leaving their own stock a bonus. 


Chicago and the Market. 

The New York market yesterday closed 
better than the bottom and with a fairly gooa 
undertone of strength. As far as could be 
learned there was no pressure to sell. The 
falling off in prices was ascribed to profit 
taking and the natural reaction following a 
good advance in quotations. 

Chicago hodses were on both sides of th: 
market. The eastern interests which have 
been advancing prices were, it was declared 
at the close of the day, still bullish, 


Atchison Common. 

The directors of the Atchison will meet — 
morrow to act on the dividend on the com- 
mon stock. There are two opinſons as to 
what will de done. Late in the session an- 
nouncement came from New York that the 
board would probably see its way clear to 
maintain the 6 per cent rate. The price of 
the stock did not indicate anything in partic- 
ular.

No Wireless Consolidation. 

In order to counteract the effect of an- 
nouncements that a consolidation of the 
principal wireless telegraph companies is to 
be effected, John W. Briggs, president of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company 
of America, has issued a statement, of which 
the following is a part: 

“The mane@gers of the Marcont's Wireless 
Telegraph company, limited, and the Mar- 
coni Wireless Telegraph Company of Ameri- 
ca deem it their duty to the public to deny 
absolutely and unequivocally that the United 
Wireless Telegraph company has acquired 
control of more than 51 per cent of the Mar- 
conl’s Wireléss Telegraph company, limited, 
and to deny that the United Wireless Tele- 
graph company controls a majority of the 
stock of the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company of America. The managers, di- 
rectors, and a majority of the stockholders 
of both of the Marconi companies are not 
interested in anywise in the United Wireless 
Telegraph company, and the latter company 
has no egreement, or prospect of agreement, 
by which it will obtain control of either of 
the Marcon! companies.“ 


Poor Car Equipment Outlook. 

Speaking of the railroad equipment situa- 
tion, A. B. Johnson, president of the Bald- 
win Locomotive works, says: 

“There are no encouraging signs of any 
kind, so far as the railroads are concerned, 
of early improvment. We have received no 
new orders of consequence, and few in- 
quiries. 

„The position of the railroads is well in- 
dicated by the number of locomotives and 
cars sidetracked. I understand that the 
Pennsylvania railroad company has 400 loco- 
motives tallowed and put away and 76,009 
cars in the yards. It is the same with othe; 
roads. When business does improve it will 
have to provide use for all of these and then 
create a demand for new equipment before 
it will affect locomotive builders and car 
equipment companies, so that we look fora 
continued dull period.” 


Arnold Print Works. 

Receivers of the Arnold Print Works are 
considering plans looking toward the reor- 
ganization of the company. The cotton goods 
situation, however, has been so unfavorable 
recently that it is thought best not to an- 
nounce any plans at the present time. 

The receivers report that the sales of 
manufactured goods at the Arnold mills have 
been as large as could be expected in the 
present state of the trade, and in some lines 
the mille have received more than their pro- 
portion of the orders recently placed. The 
financial position of the company has been 
such that in the last two months receivers 
have not issued any additional receivers’ cer- 
tificates. The Arnold Print Works proper 
has issued $360,000 certificates, while the al- 
lige properties have issued $125,000. 

he special deposit which the receivers 
have with the National Bank of Commerce in 
New York, representing proceeds from the 
sale of certain goods claimed by that bank 
as collateral for loans, has been increased 
until it now stands at 61. 200,000. The bank’s 
claim is for $2,000,000, which, however, has 
not been admitted by the receivers.

DENIES COMMERCIAL MOTIVE 


E. A. Halsey and State Senator Clark 
Speak Before Hamilton Club. 
OO 


A vigorous and at times Seis debate 
over the merits of the Calumet “ sag chan- 
nel plan was engaged in yesterday at the 
oe ap club’s informal noon meeting. 

E. Halsey of the Chicago real estate 
(5 opposed the channel plan, and State 
Senator A. C. Clark followed Mr. Halsey 
with an emphatic refutation of his ergu- 
ments. Mr. Halsey came back with a re- 
buttal,“ and inasmuch as both speakers were 
moved freely to say what was in their hearts, 
the result was one-of the liveliest sessions 
the club has been responsible for. 


“Stop and Think,“ Says Halsey. 
We should think ‘a long while before un- 
dertaking an expenditure of $25,000,000 in 
the Calumet region when our own main 
canal is in such condition that the Chicago 
river turns round any time it rains, said 
Mr. Halsey. “Calumet must double its 
population twelve times before it can utilize 
the developments that are proposed there: 
Chicago—downtown—need be only twice as 
large. And yet we are acquiescing in a plan 
to develop a cana! out there before our own 
is complete. 
am sure that if there were not a desire 
: waterway out there—if certain commer- 
interests were not involved—we never 
— have been asked to provide, by a 
sanitary tax—a tax that is universal—for an 
improvement that is purely commercial” 


Denies Commercial Motive. 

Senator Clark, replying, said: 

“Any charge that the Calumet people want 
aiiathannel for commercial purposes origi- 
nates with Mr. Halsey; it hasn’t any basis 
anywhere else. If there be any commercial 
motive it Iles with Hyde Park people and the 
people along the Chicago river. This y 
be—I don’t know. But I do know that the 
Calumet channel is wanted purely for sani- 
tary purposes. 

The Calumet Sag channel’ and the re- 
versal of the Calumet river is provided for by 
law, and it is not fair for any set of men to 
go to Springfield or to come here and charge 
‘special interests.’ 

The best way—the only way—to dispose 
of the Calumet drainage problemi is through 
the Calumet river. It will cost millions to 
execute any other plan.” 


Explains Engineers’ Report. 

Just as the club members thought the argu- 
ments had ended Mr. Halsey was asked if 
he wanted five minutes in rebuttal. He did. 

“I have one or two facts to present,“ he 
sad. The report of Rudolph Hering, a 
New York engineer, on which Mr. Clark bases 
his statement that the Sag channel plan 
is best for Calumet, needs expjanation. Late 
in 1906 Mr. Hering, with George Fisher, an- 
other expert of national reputation, present- 
ed a report in which they said the sprinkler 
filter system is undoubtedly the best for the 
Calumet region. 

“In 1907, when retained by the sanitary 
district, Mr. Hering reported the ‘ Sag chan- 
nel’ as the ‘ cheapest.’ And, gentlemen, this 
report was built on an assumption that cer- 
tain figures given him regarding preliminary 
cost were correct. Those figures were four 
or five years old, and absolutely inaccurate 
under present conditions. Some $10,000,000 
of legitimate expense were omitted.” 

That ended it. There were residents of the 
Calumet region present and they pad things 
to say, but it was 2 o’clock and the chairman 
declared the meeting adjourned. 


PLAN PURE WATER CONFERENCE 


Association of Commerce Becomes In- 
terested in Future of Chicago’s 
Drinking Supply. 


Health Commissioner Evans was notified 
by the Chicago Association of Commerce 
yesterday that it had become interested fn 
his plan for an investigation of sources of 
future pollution of Chicago’s water supply 
and would seek to hold a conference with 
other commercial organizations in cities at 
the southern end of the lake. The date sug- 
gested was April 11. 

Dr. Evans sent out letters during the day 
to officials of all cities bordering on the 
southern end of the lake, as well as the gov- 
ernors of the states in which they are lo- 
cated, asking them to codperate with Chi- 
cago in an endeavor to study thoroughly the 
water pollution dangers and provide for 
future contingencies. The United States 
government also was asked to assist. 

The health commissioner has recommended 
the restoration of the license of Boydston 
Rrog., undertakers at 4227 Cottage Grove 
avenue, revoked because they removed a 
body without a permit. 


SUE CHICAGOANS FOR $150,000 


H. C. Moore and Carl Hausen Defend- 
ants in Columbia Life Insur- 
and Litigation. 


Cincinnati, O., March 30.—Following litiga- 
tion against the Columbia Life Insurance 
company by the Chicago agents and others, 
suit was today begun against H. C. Moore 
and Carl Hansen, the general agents at 
Chicago, for $150,000. It is claimed that 
Moore and Hansen have been neglecting and 
ignoring their contract to attend to the Chi- 
cago business of the company, which failure 
and neglect is alleged to have damaged the 
business fully $50,000. The further dam- 
age of $100,000 set up by the plaintiff is 
based on the suits by Carl Hansen and others 
in Chicago and Cincinnati, undertaking to 
collect large amounts from the company and 
seeking to have the Superior court of Cin- 
cinnati put the company in the hands of a 


receiver.
